PROSPECTS FOR 1959 


"Rebuilding" is an overworked cliche in football circles, 

but it is apropos in the case of Texas Western College, 

. where Coach Ben Collins will have a squad of youngsters to 
face stronger opposition than last year. 

The Miners expect to be an improved team, but they still 
will be a year or two away from their peak. Reason: most of 
the key players on the top two units are sophomores and 
transfers who have much to learn, despite an unusual supply 
of that invaluable commodity, "hustle." 

Со тв" expectation of improvement is based on a reju- 
venated offense, one that he hopes will be capable of taking 
some of the pressure off a defense that was exceptionally 
good last year. 


To improve the offense, he has installed a variation of 
the Winged-T, and has juggled his backfield personnel some- 
what to improve the team's power. Last year's first-team 


running backs averaged little more than 155 pounds, and the 
Miners found the short yardage to get. Opponents, confi- 


dent of their ability to check the lighthitting backs, spread 
their defenses to contain the outside running as well. 


Spring practice proved that the running has improved, 
and that the new formation had been installed with scarcely 
a hitch. Collins also is confident that the team's short pass- 
ing will be better, and that factor, in turn, should help the 
running game even more. Sophomore quarterback Johnny 
Furman, a left-hander, advanced to the starting unit late in 
the season, and proved he can call an intelligent game and 
can hit his targets quickly. 

As to the Miners' shortcomings: Collins badly needs a 
pass receiver who can be a threat to catch the long throws, 
and also is seeking additional speed in the backfield. 

Center, a trouble spot last year, needs more help, and 
the end positions must be strengthened. 


Texas Western's best running threat is Glenn Reed, 175- 
pound sophomore who played fullback last season. However, 
little Charles Bradshaw, 160-pounder from Abilene who is 
exceptionally quick at hitting up. the middle, probably will 
be the team's most consistent gainer. 

Newcomer Kent Babb may start at right halfback, and 
transfers Н. A. Cowan, а 215-pound tackle, and Guard Law- 
rence Hutson, 180-pound junior college product, also were 
first unit players when spring training closed. 

One of the Miners' biggest stumbling blocks is their early- 
season schedule. After opening against the University of 
Mexico, they will play North Texas State and the University 
of New Mexico on successive Saturdays. Each school expects 
to have its best team in years, and these teams probably are 
the most powerful opponents on the Miner schedule. 

Collins will cure some of his headaches with freshmen, as 
he has in the past, gradually working the newcomers into key 
reserve roles and occasionally into the starting lineup. 

If his youngsters—the new ones and these returning—can 
survive the opening weeks of the schedule and continue to 
improve, then Collins will have accomplished his purpose. He 
will have put Texas Western on the road back. 
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MINER COACHES 


BEN COLLINS 


BEN COLLINS has been part of the Texas Western foot- 
ball picture since 1946, when he joined the coaching staff as 
assistant to Jack Curtice, under whose guidance he had 
gained national fame as a tailback at West Texas State Col- 
lege. 


Collins became head coach in 1957, and has added the 
duties of director of athletics this year. His first year as 
head coach, the Miners had a good, 6-3 record, but inex- 
perience took its toll last year, and the team skidded to a 
2-7 mark. 


Collins played high school football at Wichita Falls, and 
his records as a collegiate tailback still stand at West Texas 
State. 


Before becoming head coach, he tutored the Miner backs, 
and he produced some of the finest players in the history of 
the college and the Border Conference. 


The Miner coach gives equal emphasis to offense and 


defense, and his teams are noted for their exceptional phys- 
ical condition. 
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KENNETH GEORGE, one of the finest linemen ever to 
play at Texas Western, coaches the quards, tackles and cent- 
ers, George is a native of Graham, Texas, and lettered four 
years at tackle and guard for the Miners, captaining the 1956 
team that won the Border Conference championship. The 
former all-conference player is in his third year on the coach- 
ing staff. 


ROSS MOORE, TWC's fine trainer, is regarded by his as- 
sociates as one of the most able men in his profession. Moore 
came to Texas Western as an all-around athlete in 1937, and 
except for one year of high school coaching and a term of 
military duty, has been here since. 


BILLY BOB PLUMBLEY, backfield coach, is a native of El 
Paso and a former Texas Western College quarterback. Nev- 
er blessed with exceptional ability, Plumbley was recognized 
even in his collegiate days as one of the smartest players 
ever to perform for the Miners. Plumbley played at TWC 
from 1950 through 1953 and joined the coaching staff in 
1958. 


JIMMY WALKER, all-conference end at Texas Western 
in 1951, coaches the ends. Walker is a native of Merkel, 
Texas and was head coach at Mason, Texas, for two years. 
There he produced outstanding teams, winning district cham- 
pionships both seasons. As a college senior, Walker set a 
school record by catching 40 passes.
